minimum of three years of high 
school math. Currently, two years of 
high school mathematics are re 
quired 

While upgrading entrance pre- 
requisites may be necessary, changes 
in the quantitative reasoning re 
quirements are causing difficulty for 
some people. Students who attemp- 
ted Math 9 or Math 1/1 last semester 
and failed these courses are facing a 
dilemma should they accept the 
failing grade and take a class such as 
Math I, which could apply towards a 
bachelor’s dee: ee; or should they 
retake Math 9 or Math 11, receiving a 
better grade on their transcripts, but 
no G.E, credit for the work? 

Fo add to the confusion, it is 





possible for students to enroll at a 
unior college and take an equivaient 
course to Math 9 or Math I1. For 
example, American River College 
will give G.E. credit for Math | 3, an 
intermediate algebra Course simuilas 
to Math 9 or Math 11 at CSUS. Ifa 
Student passes Math 13, he can 
transfer the units to CSUS, fulfilling 
the quantitative reasoning require 
ment, Bossert said 

“This is a gray area,” Bossert said 
In the fall 1987, students will no 
longer be able to transfer intermediate 
algebra courses from a junior college 
to CSUS for credit toward a bache 
lor’s degree

I his semester the biological scien- 
Ces department is not planning to use 
live dogs as instructional aids 

Until the 1986 spring semester, 
the CSUS biological sciences de 
partment was using up to 80 dogs per 
year for research and as in-class aids 
for studying cardiovascular /respira- 
tory functions. Fourteen dogs were 
used during the 1986 spring semester 

lhe use of live dogs in Biological 
Science 128.1 (introductory physiol- 
Ogy) most recently became an issue 
when a registered nurse in the class 
took exception to the practice and 


| wrote a letter to People for the Ethical 


Freatment of Animals (PETA) in 
October 1985. In her letter, the nurse 
objected to “the blunt dissection” of 
the dogs as well as “the unnecessary 
use of the animals, the desensitivity it 
pi omotes, the poor techniques which 
have to be unlearned, and the 
possibility of disease from pound 
In response to the letter PETA 
started an inquiry into the situation. 
PETA surveyed four other universi- 
ues —- CSU Hayward, San Francisco 
State, CSU Chico and CSU Sonoma 
and found that none of them were 





using dogs for in-class instruction 
PETA coordinator Teri Barnato 
claims PETA was then told by a 
member of CSUS’ Animal Care and 
Use Committee at a committee meet- 
ing that the Division of Nursing had 
requested the animals be used 
“We've recorded the official 
records on tape. And I would chal- 
lenge that they (PETA) were told 
nursing pressed biology (to use anim- 
als). It certainly was not an official 
Animal Care and Use meeting.” Dr 
Elyah Christian, biological sciences 
chairman said. “If they perceived that, 


had to been in an 

informal setting, and they misunder- 
stood what was actually said.” 

On April 2, 1986, Wendy Gunn, 

former coordinator for the CSUS 

student chapter of PETA, wrote a 








letter to Annita Watson, Division of 
Nursing chair, This letter questioned 
the role of the Division of Nursing in 
requesting the use of live dogs for 
in-class instruction. 

Now officially notified of her 
division’s role in the situation, Wat- 
son took the letter and issue to two 
standing committees within the div- 
SiON in an attempt to resolve the 
misunderstanding. These two com- 
mittees, student affairs and academic 
affairs, cach selected a faculty repre- 
sentative to work with Watson. 

At the end of June, a meeting 










between Watson, (then) biology 
department chair Juanita Barrena, 
and one of the faculty repre: atatives 
produced a final letter which has

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Bulimia a serious 
eating disorder

The ancient Romans of the upper 
classes are reputed (o have practiced a 
strange feasting ritual —— to get the 
most out of the joy of eating, they 
would stuff themselves, vomit, then 
stuff themselves again. Sounds a little 
abnormal, but the practice exists 
today in a similar form. It’s called 
bulimia, and college students make 
up the group of society most likely to 
suffer from it. 


Unlike the ancient Romans, 
bulimic students of today use artificial 
means of purging their bodies because 
of an obsession with body weight, 
according to student health psycholo- 
gist Fran Toder 

“One can't avoid issues of weight 
in today’s society,” Toder said. “You 
can't pick up a magazine without 
being reminded how you ‘re supposed 
to look. It’s the idea of thin women in 
our culture that’s blown out of 
proportion.” 


The Student Health Center has 
prepared a quiz to help identify stu- 
dents who may be suffering from 
bulimia.

laboratory experiments, let alone

“We have been, over the last two 
years, in curriculum revision, which ts 
in place this fall. Corresponding with 
that, we are now allowed to purchase 
instructional computers and the 
software to run the programs,” Chris- 
tian said. Simulations can be used to 
assist in the instruction of the simpler 
processes of physiology 


Through the 1984-85 school year, 
the biological sciences department 
offered two introductory physiology 
courses: Bio. $. 128, a four-unit class 
with a one-unit lab which used 
animals, and Bio. S. 128.1, a five-unit 
class with a two-unit lab which also 
used animals, more specifically dogs 


This cuanged in the 1985-86 
school year when, according to 
Christian, the department realized 
that there was a considerable group of 
students whose “preparation was not

Consequently, the physiology 
classes were reconstructed. Bio. S 
12% became a lower division four- 
unit introduction to physiology class

131 as a four-unit class, Systematic 
Physiology. The other half of the class 
is Bio. S. 132, @ two-unit lab of 
advanced physiology which uses a 
combination of animals and compu- 
ter simulators to study the more 
sophisticated characteristics of phy 
siology

CSUS hosts Santa Clara

Before last Saturday night’s football game against CSU 
Chico, Hornet head coach Bob Mattos siressed the

Jamie 
Berry, back deep for the Hornets, fumbled the punt and 
Chico recovered on the Hornets’ 10-yard line.

Two plays later, Lorenzo Lynch intercepted a Chico 
pass attempt and raced 30 yards for a touchdown, which 
gave the Hornets their 10-point lead. 

It was the fourth time in the game that the Hornets had 
come from behind to take the lead. But each time CSUS 
took possession of the lead, Chico somehow found a way 
to get it back. 

“It was one of those games where you get in a track 
meet and you hope that something is going to happen in 
your favor.” Mattos said. “We were ahead in the track 
meet and had two special teams’ errors that cost us the ball 


There were some bright spots for CSUS, but most of 
those came when the Hornets had the ball. Hickey was 
impressive; he had 16 pass completions out of 28 attempts 
for 262 yards. Hickey's main target was wide receiver Lin 
Klinkhammer, who caught nine passes for 141 yards. 

Sophomore tailback Don Hair, who led the Western 
Football Conference in rushing last year, returned to the 
lineup after suffering a sprained knee in the Hornets’ first 
game. Hair gained 50 yards on only 13 carries. 

And senior tailback Orrlando Mayes made the most of 
his three carries from scrimmage, racking up 84 yards, 
including a 33-yard touchdown. 

“Our offense moved the football well both running and 
passing,” Mattos said.

Infant rowing club paddles full speed ahead for recognition

A cool north wind ripples across Lake Natoma and 
pushes its way to the CSUS aquatic center where about 24 
aspiring oarsmen have assembled to go through a 
workout. 

“Ready, begin!” shouts one of the student coaches and 
the air is full of human kangaroos jumping rope. 

“It’s necessary to get the blood going before we start to 
row,” says one suffering mate. 

While the rope is doing its best to tie them in knots no 
sailor ever knew, student coaches David Hayashi and 
Steve Mayo go over the practice schedule. 

“This is our fourth year,” Hayashi said with an air of 
exuberance; but he quickly pointed out that rowing is “a 
tough sport. 

“ They (school administration) see us as basically a club 
sport, but we are starting to get recognized.” 

The team wants to go intercollegiate, but equipment 
costs are high. 

Ah! and therein lies the rub. It’s the no-recognition, 
no-money-for-equipment story. 

Ask anyone who’s been on the team for a couple of 
years and he'll agree the lack of school financial support 
has been the raspberry seed in the rowing club’s wisdom 
tooth. 


Now the jumping is over, and it’s time to assign a crew 
to a boat (“shell,” in rowing terms). 

Each team takes care in lifting the shell from the rack 
inside the boathouse and, like pallbearers leading remains 
to the final resting place, walks in team fashion to the 
docks. 

Then a bark, loud enough to stop the wisping north 
wind, comes from a trustworthy coxswain. 

“Overhead and up! “Tow to the dock!” “To the waist 
and down!” and lastly, “Weigh enough!” The shells are in 
the water 

it’s a perfect day for a row but don’t say that too loudly, 
these guy are here for a workout. 

And workout indeed! 


“Heart and determination and hard work,” according 
to Mayo are the ingredients for a winning team. “We're 
getting better all the time,” he said, as the three shell fleet 
de’berths and slides upriver through the choppy, glistening 
water 

The fleet consists of the Benjamina Perez, the heavier 
Shelimaker, and the slick and clean Stinger. But the 
coaches use small motorized boats to maneuver around 
the shells. This way they see the mistakes and voice 
commands to each boat team. 

“All shells stern six, full slide,” yells Mayo as he guns 
the boat engine and baliets his way through three lanes of 
rowing 

After a mile or so of this boat-jargon yelling, the oars lie 
dead in the water 

Lasy nver hawks circle above and watch from the 
green cotton willows on shore. 

“This is the island,” someone says, “Here's where we 
river-turn!” 

Now turning three 60-foot boats around in the water is 
no small feat especially at close proximity, but this is the 
CSUS rowing club and they do it with practiced precision 

most of the time. 

“Ports to back!” yells the coxswain, “Starboard to 
row!” she says, “Row!” 

Colleen Normanly, the head varsity coxswain and 
president of the rowing club, said, “The team has to trust 
the coxswain above all else. That’s what makes a winning 

It's the coxswain that steers the shell, she said. The 
rowers must keep their eyes front and be disciplined. 
Otherwise, a wandering eye could mean a lost stroke and a 
lost match, she said 

For Collen, rowing is 4 special sport. “It’s physically 
demanding, the first 19 strokes you're in pain; your body’s 
on fire,” she said. 

Referring to the more than 50 rowing club members 
this year she said, “We got a lot of novices, but they are real 
gutsy.” 

With muscles bristling in the sun, the tired and sweaty 
rowers make their way back to the docks.

“Home of the Brave,” playing 
through Oct. 11 at Tower Theatre on 
16th and Broadway, is a musical! 
concert film that uses abstract lyrics, 
poetry and visual images to challenge 
the minds of its audience This is 
where the movie becomes difficult to 
enjoy. Anderson's use of abstract art 
does indeed make her ideas seem 
more intellectual than they really are 
50, audience members may find 
themselves spending too much time 
trying to figure out the hidden mean- 
ings of Anderson's lyrics, and not 
enough enjoying her music. 

However, the message Anderson 
and her avant-garde band wish to 
convey is a simple one: Technology 
doesn't contro) humans; humans 
control technology. If theater-goers 
watch the film with this thought in 














mind, they will not become too 
bogged down with Anderson's ab- 
stract messages, and can instead spend 
9) minutes listening and watching the 
group perform some very interesting 
musical arrangements 


Of course, it is Anderson's ambi- 
tion to make the audience consider 
her man-versus-machine theory. In 
one scene, she is wearing a jump suit 
that has small, electronic, drum pads 
sewn into it. So, when she pounds her 
fist on her kneecap, or strikes her 
shoulder with her knuckles, snare and 
bass drums sound. Visually and 
aurally, this is a fun scene to expe- 
rience, But it also exemplifies Ander- 
son's message. She shows that, while 
computer, the human body is control- 
ling the operation of the computer. 


Despite the interestung ideas pres- 
ented, “Home of the Brave” would be 
an utter waste of a viewer's time if it 
were not for the quality of its music. 
The list of musicians with which 
Anderson surrounds herself reads like 
a “Who's Who” in progressive 
art-rock 


Guitarist Adrian Belew is the most 
notable in the group, Belew (who has 
performed with Frank Zappa, David 
Bowie and King Crimson) couples his 
keen imagination with electronic

“Body Heat.” 

This year, Hurt won an Academy 
Award for his role as a homosexual 
prisoner in “Kiss of the Spider 
Woman.”

“Especially For You” 
Enigma

Boy 
will your fnend flip out when he finds 
Out it was recorded this year, and he'll 
probably spill his muiik all over your 
Persian rug 


While many of today’s recording 
artists are influenced by the “60s pop 
sound, the New York based Smuithe 
reens’ music 1s a complete embod: 
ment of this style. From the shrill 
background harmonies and | 2-string 
distorted guitars to the lightweight 
lynes of love, loneliness, and “groovy 
Tuesdays,” this is ‘60s rock at its best 


But regardless of this 60s hoopla 
“Expecially For You” is an excellent 
album which will be remembered as a 
stellar debut album effort in the same 
league as The Cars’ and The Pretend 
ers’ first albums 

Every Smithereer ng has a 
different musical influence. The gusta: 
work on “I Don't Want To Lose 
You” ts unmistakingly similiar to the 


Byrd's trademark 1 2-string guitar 


sound. “Strangers When We meet,” 


with its British invasion Mersey Beat 
sound and “la la la’s, could easily 
have been a hit for Herman's Hermits 
Or The Dave Clark Five. Likewise, 
fhe upbeat “Crazy Mixed 1 p Kid” 
sounds like a cut right off the Beatle’s 
“Rubber Soul’ album. While The 
Smithereens’ influences may be no- 
tuceable, ihe music is fresh and the 
arrangements are so Original, itis 
anything but a ‘60s npofl 


The Smithereens are also a very 
talented band. The lead vocalist, Pat 
DiNizio, has animpressively wide 
range of styles. The guitar work of 
Jim Babjak and Mike Mesaros ts 
energetic and biting, and the drum 
ming is raw, brilliant and inc-’red 
Although this is their first album, they 
have been together for six years 
which accounts for their talent and 
tughtness as a band 


In keeping with their roots, lyncist 
Pat DiNizio has written some simple 
lightweight, but infectious love songs

A rash outbreak of traffic accidents during 
the first few weeks of the semester has kept 
CSUS campus police on their toes.
